Such a Servant did once adorn his State and dircét his 
Councils, make his Arms profper abroad, Manufa€tures 
fousith at home, ‘Trade flow abundantly into his Ports, 
Agriculture fmiling in our Fields, paftoral Wealth upon 
our Plains, and Amalthea’s Horn of Plenty every way 
triumphant thro’ the Land ! Such were our golden Days, 
vader the aufpicious Care and Influence ef an able; confi- 
trate and courteous Minifter. The Genius of our Country 
revived in his Meafures, and got the A‘cendant in Eurepe ;

The three 
great Requifites to complete a General center'd happily in 
our gallant Mar/borough: He had a martial Genius well 
improv’d by Experience, he had Power, and he had good 
Fortune, which never forfook him thro’ a Scries of great 
Exploits. The Succefs that attended our Arms at Dettingen, 
was acquir’d with a Handful of Men, ia Comparifon with 
the Enemy’s Numbers: The whole was owing to the King’s 
Genius and happy Conduét at the Head of his few brave 
Fellows, and his hufbanding well the Fortune of the Day. 
I fay, it was chicfly owing to his own Experience and For- 





tune, for he not only fought againft the Opinion of his Gene- 
ral, whofe martial Abilities none can juflly difpute, but like- 
the Enemy were both before and behind them.

Tho’ the King prefert’d his own Opinion to that of his 
brave Genera/, and that the Event prov'd he was right 5 
yet no Imputation of Defe&t can be laid to the Charge ot 
the laft, for great Captains frequently differ in their Man- 
ner. A parallel Cafe happcaed between King Ph i/dam and 
his gallant General Scheméerg, at the Paflage of the Boyne ; 
which the King foreed againtt the Opinion (as to 'T ime and 
Place) of his General. As this Battle was a fortunate and 
glorious Beginning of the War, what might not we have 
expe&ted had his Majefly been indulged in his laudable 
Ambition of conquering, and pufhing on his Conduct and 
good Fortune a few Campaigns more ? 

But while the Kine and his Miniler were thus diftin- 
guifhing themfelyes and the Nation abroad, and driving 
the War far from us, a Neft of envenom'd Reptiles at home, 
difperfed about into dark Corners, hiffed at \ iXory, Succefs 
and Glory : ‘Their Hearts were rotten with Envy, and 
their Mouths bliilercd with calumaious Peifon.
